The invention as claimed, specifically in combination with a first two-color photo- 
detector with a first element absorbing only blue light and a second element absorbing only 
complement of blue light, the first element in an elevated relation with, and electrically isolated 
from, the second element, also with a second two-color photo-detector with a third element 
absorbing only complement of red light and a fourth element absorbing only red light, the third 
element in an elevated relation with, and electrically isolated from, the fourth element, is not 
disclosed or made obvious by the prior art of record. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Edgar US Patent No. 6,593,558, teaches an image sensor with a first element above a 
second element and a third element above a fourth element, detecting different colors.
